STATE COLLEGE, Miss. - Dairy- 
men, who know that pastures pro- 
duce milk cheaper than other 
feeds, often find it hard to de- 
cide which type of summer pas- 
ture is most profitable. 


The Mississippi Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station has recently com- 
pleted a study comparing Coastal 
Bermuda and Dallis grass, two 
permanent pasture grasses, with 


Sudan grass which because it 


must be seeded every year is 
classed as a temporary pasture. 


In his report on the three- 
year test, Dr. C. B. Browning, of 
the Dairy Department of Missis- 
sippi State University, found ad- 
vantage for both types of pas- 
tures. One produced more feed 
per acre and the other more 
milk per cow. In summary, Dr.
